Rivals for the Republican Nomination for 
speaker and Leader of the House. 

WASHINGTON, December -About two- 
thirds of the representatives in the forty-ninth 
congress are in the city. Among the arrivals 
are Messrs. Reed and Hiscock, rival candidates 
for the republican nomination for speaker and 
leader of the house. So far as the sentiment 
of the republicans can be learned. they 
about equally divided between the two, with 
the chances slightly in favor of the Maine man, 
The impression seems to-prevail among many 
members that Mr. Blaine would rather see Mr, 
Hiscock get the honor, but he has not yet shown 
his hand enough to influence any votes, nor is 
he likely to openly antagonize Mr. Reed at any 
stage of the proceedings, because the game is 
not worth the candle. Mr. Blaine can exert 
more influence over the republican side of the 
house than any other republican in or out of it, 
if he chooses todo so. If the house is left 
to itself Mr. Reed is likely to be chpsen as the 
eandidate for speakes. He is the ablest de- 
hater by all odds on his side of the house, and 
the most ag ggressive hd sharp-tongued man on 
either side, Mr,. Hiscock is more’ ‘sluggish and 
conservative, and although a good, persistent 
fighter,is not so quick and ready in the rough 
and tumble of debate. The two men together 
make a strong team for rthe democrats to match.

Improvement of Our Coast Defenses—A Re- 
markable Letter from the Great States- 
man of Grammercy Park, Bite. 


New YorkK, December 4.—Hon. Samuel J. 
Tilden has sént the aeietal fetter to Hon, 
John G, Catlisle : 

GREYSTONE, YONKERS, N. Y., December 1.—Deat' 
Mr. Carlisle: As ‘public opinion points to you as 
speaker of the next house of representatives, I desire 
to submit a suggestion as to one of the public ob- 
jects for which an appropriation ought to be prompt 
and liberal, In considering the state and manage- 
ment of public revenues, the — subject in- 
volves the qnestion, whether we shall  ex- 
tinguish the surplus) by reducing the - rey- 
enue, or whether we shall apply the surplus 
to the payments on pubhc debts: or whether we 
shall seize the occasion to provide for our seacoast 
have been long neglected. Tam 
of the opinion that the latter is a paramount neces- 
sity which ought to precede the reduction of reye- 
nue, and ought to precede excessive rapidity in the 
payment of the public debt. 

The property exposed to destruction in twelve 
seaports—Portiand, Portsmouth, -Boston, Newport, 
New York, Philadelphia, Baltimore, Charleston, 
Savannah, New Orleans, Galveston and San Fran- 
cisco—Cannot be less, in value than flye thousané 
million’ dollars. To this must be added the vast 
amount of property dependent for its use on these 
seaports, Nor does this statement 
measure of the damage which might be caused to 
the praperty and business of the eountry by failure 
to protect these seaports from hostile naval attacks. 

They are centers, not only of foreign commeree, 
but of most of the internal trade and exchanges of 
demestic productions. To this state of things the 
machinery of ihe ransportation of 
the whole country has become 
adapted. The interruption of dhe currents of traftic 
by the oceupation of one or more of our principal 
seaports by a foreign enemy, or the destruction of 
thein by bombardment, or the holding ovér them 
the menace of destruction for the purpose of exact- 
ing contribution. or ransom, would inflict upen 
the property and business of the country Injury 
which can neither be forescen or measured. 

Elaborate and eostly foftifieations whic h were 
construe ted with the een st engineering skill, are 
now practically useless. They are not capable of 
resisting the attacks of modern artillery. Still the 
greater defect exists in The 
range of the modern artillery. has 
become so extended that our present fortilications 
designed to protect the harbor of New York, where 
two-thirds of the import trade, and more than half 
of the export trade of the whole United States is 
(2rried on, are too near the great populationsof New 
York city, Jersey City and Brooklyn, to be of any 
Value as protection. To provide effectual defenses 
would be the work of years. It would take much 
time to construct permanent fortifications. A smali 
provision of the best modern guns would take sey 
cral years, Neither of these works ‘can be extem 
porized in the {presence of emergent danger. A 
million soldiers, with the best equipments, on the 
heights surrounding the harbor of New York, in 
our present state of preparation, or rather in ofr 
total want of preparation, Pwould be powerlcss-to 
resist a smal! squadron of war sicamers.

Not only does the surplus in 
the treasury supply ample means to meet this great 
public want without laying new burdens on the 
people, but the work can now be done at a much 
lower cost than has ever before been possivle. -De- 
fensive works would consist almost entirely of 
<tecl and iron. These materials can now be 
had at unprecedently low prices. The vast supply of 
machinery and labor called intoJexistence by the 
gre at vicissitude in steel] and iron industries offers 
itself to our service. Weshould have the satisfac- 
tion of knowing that while we were availing our- 
<elyes of the supplies which would premarily be 
unattainable, .we were setting in motion impor- 
taut endustries and giving employment to labor 
in a period of depression, with encouragement by 
the guarantee of work, or} perhaps by the govern- 
ment itself furnishing the plant. If the"iny entive 
eenius of our people would be applied to the crea- 
tion of new means and improved machinery and 
establishments would spring into existence Capa- 
ble of supplying all national wants, rendering us

_ Lingering Around Auburn Prison to Catch 
a Glimpse of Her Father. 


AUBURN, December 4.—Fora fortnight the 
town gossips have been endeavoring to disgove r 
the identity of a plainly attired young woman 
who is almost daily seen w alking in the main 
thoroughfares, demurely inspecting the shop 
-windows and curiously observing the passers- 
by, yet never exchanging a token of recognition 
with anyone. She seemed to be possessed of am- 
ple funds, and, while having none of theairsof a 
matron, often ‘bought clothing aiid toys which 
could only be of use tochildren. She is of me- 
dium height, has a German ¢ast of countenance 
and a fine figure, always draped in plain but 
F expensive materials. Where she came from, 

why she was here, and who were her relatives, 
were a puzzle until now, when she is recog- 
nized as the daughter of James PD, Fish. 
She had engaged rooms -at the board- 
Ing house of Mrs. Joseph Ney- 

hart, in the most select portion of the city. 

“When her father was taken to New York as a 
witness in the trial of Ward she informed 
Mrs. Neyhart that she would not need the 
rooms. It was understood then that she had 
given up the idea of coming to Auburn. On 
the evening of November 16, however, she ar- 
rived unannounced and was at once driven to 
the house of Mrs. Neyhart. With her 
was the little daughter of Sallie Reber, the 
young woman who died in New Jersey in the 
care of James D. Fish. She requested Mrs. 
Neyhart ndt to inform any one of her identity, 

“and sostrictly has this injunction been obeyed 
‘that only those in the secret knew of her pres- 
ence here. The rules of the prison allow pris- 
oners to receive friends for a half hour once a 
month. Warden ;Lanehart has, however, ex- 
tended to Miss Fish the privilege of visiting 
her father once AY fortnight. 
Their mterviews occur in the chaplain’s office, 
where Fish is employed in reading letters to 
and from his fellow prisoners. Miss Fish at- 
tends the services in the prison chapel on Sun- 
day morning, and, seated in the visitors’ galle- 
ry, is-enabled to see her father at his devo- 
tions, but does not get an opportunity then to 
speak with him. :

HOUSES WRECKED AND SEVERAL. 
PERSONS FATALLY WOUNDED, 


Caused by the Explosion of Natural Gas in a Pitts- 


burg Cellar—Three Houses Damaged—Conster.- 
nation of Theif- Occupants-The Ex. 
tent of the Damage, Etc., Etc. 


PITTSBURG, December 4.—-There is a six 
inch main of natural gas running along Grant 
street. Shortly after four o'clock this after- 
noon, Katie Griff, a domestic in the employ 
of Mrs. Meehan, 545 Grant street, started for 
the cellar, taking with her a lighted lamp. 
At the cellar door she requested a Mrs. Phipps 
to hold the lamp. No sooner had she opened 
the door than the gas ignited. <A terrifie ex- 
plosion ensued, followed in quick succession by 
explosions in the adjoining cellars of J. J, 
Flannery and Louis Favilla. 

The noise was heard

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The Quitman Affair. 
last Monday the clergymen of 
gregational churches of Chicago 
passed a long string of resolutions in regard 
to the recent burning of the negro school at 
Quitman in this state. They indorsed the 
course of the negro professor, Parr, and cde- 
clared that if the people of Quitman do not 
replace the building and make good the 
losses sustained by Parr, they will be held 
morally responsible for the ‘‘atrocious treat- 
ment which has been accorded to these 
teachers, and for the incendiarism which has 
destroyed their property and jeopardized 
their lives, and,-therefore, wil] justly merit 
the execration of mankind.”’ 

The ‘‘therefore” of the foregoing appears 
to have been conceived with undue warmth, 
and the entire action of the ministers is with- 
out reason or excuse from a judicial or even 
a judicious view. In the first place, the 
Chicago ministers do not know the tacts in 
the case.

The Pension List. 

The report of the commissioner of pensions 
presents many immense Over 
half of a million pensions have been granted, 
and the government has disbursed to pen- 
sioners since the outbreak of the civil war 
seven hundred and forty-four million dollars. 
The annual expenditure of the penston office 
far eutruns the annual interest of the public 
debt. The pension list, in other words, is a 
heavier burden than the public debt created 
by the war. 

Nor has the maximum been reached. Claims 
by the thousands are constantly coming in, 
and it is thought it will be several years be- 
fore any material reduction in the pension 
charge will take place. In the meanwhile 
the demagogues in congress can be trusted to 
open the treasury door from time to time to 
one class of claimants or another, and no one 
can foresee the limit of the system. 

If the list could be cleared of fraudulent 
cases, very few would complain of jts mae- 
nitude; but it is a well known fact that the 
abuses of the pension system are simply en- 
oimcus. Millions are disbursed each year to 
fraudulent claimants, and no amount of zeal 
and integrity on the part of the commission- 
er can stay the tide of robbery based on false 
swearing.

The Debt Statement. 

On the face of the statement for Novembar 
an increase in the public debt of about five 
millions is shown ; but it is, after all, morea 
matter of bookkeeping than anything else. 
Under the old form of monthly statements, a 
decrease in the debt of about five million 
dollars would have been shown. But even 
if we take Treasurer Jordan’s figures as they 


stand, we see that in the first five months of 


the fiscal year there has been an aggregate 
reduction of $32,689,383, or $500,000 in ex- 
cess of the reduction for the corresponding 
months of last year. 

The one matter of fractional silver and 
minor coins accounts for the reported in- 
crease in the debt in Nevember. Treasurer 
Jordan considers fractional currency unavail- 
able assets; and in November nearly $5,- 
000,060 in these coins were returned to the 


* 


though Mr. Jordan refuses to consider them 
as assets of the treasury. The increase of 
the debt is reported at $4,887,198, and the 
increase of fractional coins during the month 
is reported at $4,851,114. There was, there- 
fore, no real increase in the public debt. 

The stock of unincumbered gold in the 
treasury has risen to $146,000,000, an in- 
crease of four millions in a month. The 
treasury now holds 165,568,018 standard sil- 
ver dollars, out of a coinage, under the Bland 
act, of 215,000,000. All but 76,000,000 of 
the dollars in treasury are, however, covered 
by silver certificates. In round numbers 
there are fifty million silver dollars in circu- 
lation. 

The available cash balance in the treasury, 
according to Mr. Jordan, is $61,930,595 ; but 
under the old form of statement the cash 
balance would exceed two hundred millions. 
The receipts for last month show an increase 
of $3,000,000 over November, 1884, this 
amount being about equally divided between 
the receipts from customs an miscellaneous 
sources. This increase in receipts, however, 
was partially absorbed by an increase of $2,- 
500,000 in the expenditures. The receipts 
and expenditures for the past five months, 
compared with the corresponding months of 
last year, are here given :

“The Diamond Queen.” 
The conviction of Mrs. Fitzgerald of grave 
robbery at Elmira, N. Y., has a story behind

Many years ago this woman attracted at- 
tention by traveling over the country with 
General Irvine, of Elmira.

He had a wife and-children, but they never 
accompanied him on his trips.

The 
next morning Mrs. Fitzgerald claimed that 
she had loaned Irvine $2,400 on the day of 
his death. To make herself secure she took 
forcible possession of the dead man’s carriage 
and horses, besides the residence she occu- 
pied, which was also che general’s property. 

The Irvines returned to Elmiraand buried 
the general there. Rumors were circulated 
to the effect that the death was caused by 
violence. At this juncture ‘the diamond 
queen’’ turned up in Elmira, threatening all 
sette-of exposures if ine ~Irvines did not set-- 
tle with her. She heard the rnmors concern- 
ing the suspicious manner of the general’s 
death, and to satisfy herself, had the grave 
opened and the remains This 
daring act was more than the Irvines could 
stand.
